III. What is the measure prescribed for 
ibis love? "As thyself." "If ye fulfil the 
royal law according lo the scripture, thou 
shah love thy neighbor as thyself, ye do 
well." It is here taken for granted that it 
is our duly to love ourselves, lhat is, lhat 
some kind of self-love is lawful, and even 
necessary, although being so perfectly nat- 
ural to us, is not necessary lo command it.
